HARRISEURG, May 2.—Seventesn weeks
of the session of the Legislature are gone,
snd only 30 bills have reached the Gover-
nor. Of these he vetoea five, two of which
provided for the walidstion of private sales
of real estate of decedents heretofore made
under amthority of Orphans’ Court upon
petition of executors or administra-
tors for payment of debts; one in-
creasing the levy of tax in boroughs on
real, personsl and mixed property from one-
half 1o ome eent on the dellar; one pro-
viding for the erestion and distribution of &
fand for maintenancs and relief of aged or
disabled policemen in cities of the eecond
class snd one providing for the introduction
of physical culture in the public schools in
cities. Thirty-one bills were signed by the
Gowervor, and three sre awaiting his action.
